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1 . MET WITH MPA LEGAL ADVISIOR AMBASSADOR ABDUL 
HAMID THIS MORNING TO EXPLORE WITH HIM A POSSIBLE 
REVISION OP PAHMY'S APRIL 25 NOTE ALONG LINES 
SUGGESTED STATE REPTEL AND THE PROPOSED AGREEMENT 
POR THE SALVAGE OPERATION. ABDUL HAMID EXPRESSED 
APPRECIATION POR OUR WILLINGNESS TO EXPLORE MATTERS 
INPORMALLY BEPORE SUBMITTING NOTES. HE FULLY 
UNDERSTANDS DEPARTMENT/DOD CONCERN AND APPIRMED 
THAT IN DRAPTING EARLIER NOTE, HE SOUGHT TO MEET

UNDERTAKING IS CONCLUDED WITH US SETS A

SOFA AND WHICH HAS BEEN CAREFULLY SCRUTINIZING OUR 
EXCHANGES, ABDUL HAMID SAID THERE IS A LIMIT TO

2. HE EXPRESSED SURPRISE AT SOME OE ADDITONS 
PROPOSED BY DEPARTMENT/DOD, NOTING THAT IN HIS 
VIEW THEY WEAKEN ORIGIANL AGREEMENT AND PLACE US 
IN MORE DISADVANTAGEOUS POSITION LOCALLY. HE
